NEW YORK, July 23.—Another ver- 


sion of how the American army was 
aided by tho two mysterious Gorman 
prisoners of war 
who arrived here 


Monday from France, and who now 
arc being held at Hoboken pending 
eceipt of orders from Washington to 
send them to tho national capital, was 
obtained from a non-commissioned of- 
ficer, formerly attached to the intel- 
igenee branch of the field army staff. 


According to this "non-com." 
the 


two prisoners, who were brought hera 
under names of Alfred Scholz and Al- 
vin Grothe received a sum of money 
from 
(ho United States government 


and wera housed and fed with the en- 
'isted men at field headquarters. Wear- 
ing German uniforms, they used to 
mingle wiih prisoners captured hy the 
Americans awaiting transportation to 
the rear and after conversing with 
thcsa prisoners were able to inform 
American 
officfra 
whether 
informa- 


tion obtained from them under exam- 
ination was correct. 


The "non-com" said it was during 


the St. Jliheil drive that ficholz. who 
claimed to have been 
a 
student at 


Heidelberg, first aided in an American 
offensive. 


"He was a draughtsman, anrl his 


ability to carry the details of a map 
in his head was astounding." said tho 
American. 
"When we went into the 


St. Miheil drive. Scholz sketched fro... 
memory the location of the four most 
troublesome German batteries which 
were guarding tho outer circle of en- 
emy defenses. So well did he givo us 
the 'dope1 on these guns that our ar- 
tillery put them completely out 
commission before the drive was fully 
under way."

He was defended by Arnold A. Ai- 


ling, state prosecutor ol 
Connecticut, 


who demurred on the ground that the 
law was unconstitutional and that a» 
peace had been restored, it was not a 
war-time measure. 


Hammer vs. Dage-nhnrt (2<7 U.S. 251) 


was cited as holding the prohibition of 
the sale of Intoxicating liquors to bp 


prerogative of conuress 
similar 
to 


that of declaring war. 


The claims of ihe defendant that the 


war Is over are set aside on the basis 
of United States supreme court deci- 
sions holding also that as "a matter of 
fact, we ure atlll at war with Austria 
and the army which has been conduct- 
ing the war with Germany and Austria. 
Is not in fact demobilized." 


The opinion of the court says: 
"The prohibition of the sale of Intox- 


icating liquors through the exercise of 
the power to levy war Is 
within 
the 


right of congress in the exercise of Its 
discretion. 


"If congress had the power to enact 


this particular law for the purpose of 
conserving food, ft is no objection to 
an exercise of that power to say that 
it thereby accomplishes prohibition of 
the sale, of alcoholic liquors, which un- 
der other amendments of the constitu- 
tion Is left to legislation by the par- 
ticular stales."
